Towards
noon there was an evident abatement in
the rise, and towarda nightfall the waters began
receding. Nevertheless, It was very slowly.
Among the noticeabls incldentz connected with
the flood are the exorbitant charges made by
bhoatmen for removing persont and families.
Abzolutely dependent upon their kind offices,
the poor people have Lo submit to any extortion
they may choose to exact. Would it not be ns
well for the superintendeont to detail police to
prevent this gort of trausactions? Robberles ln
the flooded dlstrict are numerous, and nearly
every hour some complaint i8 made of those
wretches who pray upon the unfortuosie and
thore in distress.

It is 1o be hoped, however, that In a few da’
the flood will bave entirely subsided. In the
meantime efforts to assist those in afiliction
ehould be redoubled.
